gerous imployment. For, how wellſc 
ever it be intended, the World will have 
ſome pretence to ſuſpeR, that the Au» 
thor hath both too a c—_ king 
own ſuftciency, aud that by undertakinf 
to teach them, he implicitly accuſes their 
ISNOTance, So that not to Write at all 
is much the fater courle of life : but if a 
Mans Fatc or Genizs prompt him other» 
wiſe, *tis necefary that he be copious 
in matter, ſolid in reaſon, methodical in 
the order of his work 3 and that the ſub- 
ze be well choſen, >, ours well fx'd, 
and, tobe ſhort, that his whole produ- ' 
Rion be matur'd to ſee the light by a juſt 
courſe of time, and judicious deliberation. 
Otherwiſe, though with ſome of thefe 
conditions he may perhaps attain com- 
mendation 3 yet withour them all he 
cannot deſerve pardon, For indeed who- 
ſocver he be that comesin Print, whereas 
he 
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he might haveſate at home in quict, does 
either make a Treat, or ſend a Challenge 
toallReaders 3 in which caſcs, the firlt, 
it concerts him to have -no ſcarcity of 
Provikons, aftid in the other to be com- 
pleatly Arm'd : for it any thing be amiſs 
on cither part, Men are ſubjx& ro ſcorn 
the weakneſs of the ' Artaque, or laugh 
at .the meannecls' of the Entertainment.

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But, among all the difſerences of wri- 
ting, he that docs publiſh an Invective, 
does it at his utmott peril, and 'tis but 
juſt chat it ſhould be ſo. For a Mans 
Credit is of fo natural and high con- 
cernment to him, that the preſerving of 
it better, was perhaps none of the lealt 
inducements at firſt to cnter into the 
bonds of Socicty, and Civil Government; 
as that Government too muit at one time 
or other be diſſolved where Mens Repu. 
tation cannot be under Security. "Tis 
dearer than Life it ſelf, and ( to uſe a 
thought ſomething perhaps too delicate, 
yet not altogether unreaſonable) it bekde 
the Law of Murther, Men have thought 
ht, out of reſp:&t to humane Nature, 
That whatſoever elſe moves to the death 
of Man ſhould be forfcit to pious uſes, 
why ſhould there not as well be D:odands 
fr Reputation? And this I inteud not 
only of thoſe who publiſh ignominmious 
falſhhoods, to whom no Quarter ought 
to' be granted, but even of ſuch partly 
who bya truth too officious ſhallprocure 
any Mans infaray. For- 'tis better tha 
evil Mcn ſhould b; left in an undiſturbed 
polſeſhon of their repute, how unyultly, 


ſoever they may have acquired it, _ 
tnact 
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that the Fthange and Credit of Man- 
kind ſhould be untverfally ſhaken, wherein 
the beſt too will ſuffer and be involved, 
It is one thing to do that which is juſti. 
hable, but another that which is com- 
mendablez and I ſuppoſe every prudent 
Writer aims at both: but how can the 
Author of an Invective, though never {0 
truly founded, expect approbation ( un- 
I(s from ſuch as love to fee miſchiet at 
other Mens expence )) who, in a World 
all turniſhed with ſubjccts of praiſe, in- 
ſtruction and learned inquiry, that ſtudir 
ouſly chuſe and ſet himſelf apart to com 
ment upon the blemiſhes and imperteat- 
ons of ſome particular perſon ? Such mea 
do ſeldom miſs too of their, own reward ; 
for whereas thoſe that treat of innocent 
and benign argument are repreſented b 
the Meſes, they that make it cheir buſes 
neſs toſet out others ill-favoredly do pals 
for Satyres, and themſelves are fure. to 
be verſpaared with prick-cars, wruikled 
horns, cloven feet. 

Yet if for once to write in thaf ſtile 
may be lawfnl, diſcreet or neceſſary, ta 
do it aſecond time is Tyable to greater 
Cenſure.” Not ſo much becauſe the Aﬀtcr- 
ath ſeldom or never equals the firſt

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Herbage 3 ( a Caution not unſ@however 
for all Authors )) as that by-ſtanders will 
begin then to fuſpe&t, that what they 
look'd on firſt as an accident with (ome di- 
vertiſement, do's rathcr proceed from a 
natural malignity of temper. * For few 
Readers are ſo ll natur'd but that they are 
quickly tives with perſonal and pallionate 

iſcourſes 3 and when the conteſt comes 
to be continucd and repeated, it they in- 
tercls themſelves at all,they uſually incline 
and think that the juſtice lies on the weak- 
er ſide. But whether the laſt appzal of

own ultimate RecolleCion.this Invetive 
way caunot be truly ſatistaCtory cither to 
rhemſelves or others. For it is a prez- 
datory courſe of life, and indeed but a 


privateering upon reputaticn 3 wherein * 


all that ſtock of Credit, which an honeſt 
Man perhaps hath all his age been toyling 
for, is in an hour or two's reading plun» 
der'd from him by a Free-booter. So 
that whatfoever be rhe ſucceſs, he that 
chances in theſe Conteſts to be Superiour, 
can at beſt ( tor that is too diſputable 
be accounted.of the two leſs unfortunate, 
And certainly ( as it was uſual of old for 
any Man who had but caſually aedin an 
un- 
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unjucky encounter ) he that hath had 
his Pen once in the Reputation of ano- 
ther, ought to withdraw, - and difappear 
tor ſome time till he has undergone and 
paſt through all the Ceremonies of Ex- 
piation. 

But if the Credit of all Men whatſo- 
ever be, andought to be ſo well guarded 
both by Nature, Law, and Diſcretion, 
the Clergy certainly of all others ought to 
be kept and preſerv'd facred in their Repu» 
tation. For they being Men of the ſame 
Spirit with others, and no leſs ſubje& to 
Humane Patfhons, but contined within, 
the regularity of their Function 5 It is 
indeed unmanly, whatſoever ſcuffle others 
may make among themſelves, to vilife or 
treat them with thoſe affronts which no+ 
thing, but the reſpe& of Decency or Cone 
ſcience could hinder them from reſenting 
as well as others. But ( which is more 
conſiderable) whoever too ſhall fx upon. 
them an ill report, do's thereby fruſtrate 
the very cfict 'of their Miniſtry in pro- 
portion. For though Baptiſm is not to 
be vacated by the contrary intention of 
him that officiates, yet tew Men will or 
can be perſwaded by his Doctrine, whoſe 
pratice chey conceive to be oppolite. . A 
B 3 CUN® 
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converſation diffcring from Dodtrine is 
Spiritual Non-ſence : Neither will Men 
bclicve by the Ear, when their Eye in» 
forms them otherwiſe. If an Artifcer 
indeed make his Work fit for Mens wear- 
ing, tis ſufficient: Or it he that Sells 
have good of the kind, Mcn inquire no 
further. No Mans Shooe wrings him the 
more becauſe of the Hetrodoxy, or the 
tipling of his Shoo-muaker , And a Billet 
burns as well though bought of whatſo- 
ever Wood-monger : Butthe Clergy be» 
ing Men dedicate by their Vocation to 
teach what is Truth, what Falſhood, to 
dcter Men trom vice, and lead them unto | 
all virtue 3 'tis expected from thera, and 

with good reafon, that they ſhould define 
their opinion by their manners. And 
therefore Menought to be chary of aſper- 
fing chem on either account, but even 
reflect upon their failings with ſome reves- 
rence.” A Clergy-man ought to have 
treble damages both for his Tithes and his 
Credit : and it were to be wiſh'd that 
with the ſame caſe that their maintenance 
cores in from the fruits of Mens labour, 
they had too no leſs proportion out of rhe 
yeatly incereaſe of every Mans Reputati- 
on ; the rett would thrive the better -tor 
it,

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it. Their virtaes are-to be celcbratcd 
with all inconragement 3; and, if their 
vices be not notoriouſly. palpable, let the 
Eye 2s it defends its Organ, ſo conceal 
the Obje&t by Connivence. 

And yet nevertheleſs, and al! that has 
been faid before being granted, it may ſo 
chance that to write, and that Satyrically, 
and that a fecond titne and a third ; and 
this too even againſt a Clergy-inan, may 
be not only excuſable but 'necefary. That 
I may ſpare a tedions recapitulation, .I

"Converſation, and adorn the hſcviouſnes 


of his life with an equa! petulancy of ſtile 
and fanguage. In tuch a concurrence of 
miſdemeanors what is" to be done? Why 
certdinly, how pernicious foever this muſt 
beinrite example and confequence, yet, 
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before any private man undertake to ab» 
viatc it, he ought to expe the judgment 
of the Dioceſan, and the method of the 
Ecclefiaſtical Diſcipline. There was in 
the ancient times of Chriſtianity a whol- 
ſome ulage, - but now obſotete, which 
went very far in preventing all theſe occa» 
ſions. For wholoever was to receive Or- 
dination, his name was hrft publiſhed to 
the Cogn in the ſame way as the 
Banes of thoſe that enter into Matrimo- 
ny: and if any could objet a-ſufhcient 
cauſc againſt him that was propoſed, he 
was not to be admitted to the Miniſtry. 
He that would be a Preacher was to be firſt 
himſelf commented upon by the People, 
and in the ftile of thoſe Ages was ai 
Predicari. But fince that circumſpection 
has been devolved into the ſingle over- 
fight of the latter Biſhops, it cannot he 
otherwiſe, but ſome one or other may e{- 
cape into the Church, who were much 
fitter to be ſhut out of Doors. Yet then 
if our great Paſtors ſhould but exerciſe 
the Wildom of - *mmon Shcpheards, by 
parting with one to ſtop the infection. of 
the whole. Flock, ; when his rottenneſs 
rew notorious; or it our, Clergy would 
t uſe the inſtin& of other Cones: 
an 
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and chaſe the blown Deer out of their 
Heard; ſuch miſchiefs might quickly be 
remedied. But on the contrary it hap- 
pens uot ſeldom that this neceſſary dury 
( which is fo great a part of true Eccle- 
fiaſtical Polity ) is not only neglected, 
but that perſons ſodangerous are rather 
incouraged by rheir Superiors , and he 
that, upon their omithon, ſhall but ſingle 
-out one of them, yet ſhall be expoſed to 
the general out-cry of che Faculty, and 
be purſued with Bcil, Book, and Candle, 
as adechred and publick enemy of the 
Clergy. Whereas they ought to conſider 
that by this way of proceeding , they 
themſclves do render that univerlal which 
was but individual, and athx a perſonal 
crime upon their whole Order, and for 
want of ſeparating from one obnoxious, 
do contribute to the caulcs ot ſeparation, 
juitifying ſo tar that Schiſm which they 
condemn. In this Caſe, and ſuppoling 
ſach a failer of juſtice in thoke whole Pro- 
vince it is to prevent or puniſh; | I as 
again whart is to be done ? /Why ccrtainly 
the next thing, had beers to admonith him 
in particufar as a Friend dors his Friendy 
or vue Chriſtian another, But he that 
once Printed an ill Book, has thereby 
| B 5 COB» 
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condenc'd his words on purpole leſt they 
ſhould be carried away by the wind y he 
has diffuled his poyſon fo publickly, in de« 
Ggn that it might be beyond his owa re- 
colleQion 3 and put himſelt dcliberately 
palt the reach of any private admonition. 
In-this Cafe it is that I think a Clergy- 
man is laid open to the Pen of any one 
that knows how to manage it 3 and that 
/every perſon who has cither Wie, Learn» 
/ wing, or Sobricty, is licenſcd, if debaudy'd 
/ to curb him, if erronious to catechize 
him, and if foul-mouth'd and biting to 
muzzle him, For they do but abuſe them» 
{e)ves who ſhall any longer conſider or 
reverence fuch an one as a Clergy-man, 
who as oft as he undreſfes degrades hims 
{lt, and would never have-eome intothe 
Church but to take Sanuary. Rather, 
whereloever men ſhall nd the footing of 
{o wanton a Satyr out of his own bounds, 
the neighbourhood ought, not withſtan« 
ding all his pretended caprring Divinity, 
tw hunt him thorow woods witty 
hounds and hurn home to his harbour, 
. How far and whether at all the Author! 
of tbe Ecclefiajhital Polatie is culpable on: 
theſe accounts, L muſt refer to the Readers: 
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this my ſecond book, though 1 could 
much rather wiſh that Mcn would be at 
leiſure to take the length of him out of 
his own diſcourſes. Bur, had he not ap- 
pear'd {o rome, I ſhould never have mo. 
teſted him, adventur'd my ſelf, or inte- 
reſſed the Pablick by wricing in this 
manner. For 1am too conſcious of mine 
own imperfections to rake into and dilate 
upon the failings of other men; and 
though I carry always ſome il] Nature 
about me, yet it is I hope no more than 
is in this world neceffary for a Preſerva- 
tive 3 but as for the Clergy, the memory 
ot mine own extraction? and much more 
my ſenſe of the Sanftity of their fanAi- 
on, ingage me peculiarly to cſtcem and 
honour them. Inlomuch that for thar 
fakes I bear much reipe&t even to there 
poor wives, of whom I may ſay (-8 
Biſhop Bramball, comparing the Readers 
with the Preachers, and who underſtood 
both ) that if they come frovt 
of other 4 Ben: A point of - Ir wag 
Efficacy, yet they bave the ad 6 ay 
vantage of other Women is 161, 
_—_ of Security. And though * —- 
am not ſo inamour'd of them 25 to wore 
ſhip 'em for Geddefſesy, yet I am far 
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from rejzeRing them as Diſh-clouts, that 
what the Author of the Ecclefiaſtical Politie 
afirms of - the Clergy of the 

Pref. ton, Church of England, IT dare 
ht 41. averr concerning their Wives, 
That taking them under all their 
diſadvantages, they are at this very time 
vaſtly the furtbeſt off from- being juſtly con- 
ly comtemptible ( to mention no other Order 
or Profeſſion of Women ) of any Clerg y-mens 
IWiver in the World. The pre-emunence is 
ſo evident that it clears the compariſon ſrom 


all poſſible ſuſpition of being proud or 
odious 


Bring of this temper there could be no 
great appearance of my being over-for- 
ward to come out in Print in fuch a Stile 
againft one of his cloath, ankſ(s upon 
ſome very extraordinary occahion. And 
ſuch this occaſion ſeemed to me, and fo 
urgent and juſtifiable that it might ab» 
folve me in any Readers opinion. For 
this ſharpnels of Sciledoes indeed for the 
moſt part naturally Bow from the humous 
of the Writer 3 and therefore 'tis obler- 
vable that few are guilty of it, but either 
thoſe that write too- young, ( when it 
xeſembles the acidity of juices ſtrain'd - 
from the fruics before they be matured) 
Or 
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or elſe thoſe that write too old Cand 
then ''tis like the fowrneſs of. Liquors; 
which being near corrupting turu r) 
And both theſe are generally diſrelliſh'd : 
or if Men do admit them for ſawce, yet 
he muſt be very thirſty who wilt take a 
draught of 'm, whereas the generouſeſt 
wine drops from the grape naturally,with- 
out preiing, and though piquant hath 
1s ſw:ctnels. And though I cannot ar- 
rogate ſo much as even the ſimilitude of 
thoſe good qualities to my Writing, yet | 
dare lay that never was there a more 
pregnant ripeneſs inthe cauſes. For ha» 
ving rcad one, two, three, and now four 
books of the fame Author, and of the 
fame ſubjzeRt, which was no lefs then that 
weighty matter of Ecclefiaſtical Politie 
and all its dependances, 1 obſerved firſt, 
that there was no name to them, a thing 
of very ill example. For every one that 
will treat of ſonice and. tender argurenit, 
ought to athx his name, thereby to make 
himſelf reſponſible to the publick for any 
damage that may ariſe by his undertaking. 
Otherwiſe, though he has a Licenſe. in 


' his pocket, or be perhaps himſelf the Li- 


cenler, it is but a more authoriz'd way 
of libelling; andit looks too a

that ſhall laya train of Gut-powder, aud 
then retire - (0 ſome obſcure place from 
whence attcr he has applycd his match, he

Books is inſupportable, boaſting proudly 
of himſelf, vilifying and cenſuring others 
to ſuch a degree, that as I never 
any thing equal, ſo neither any thing like 
it but the 4 aka abroad, who after 
a deal of Scaffold Pageantry to draw audi» 
ence, entertain them by decrying all others 
with a Panegyrick of their own Ballams . 
There is ſcarce any fort and rank of men 
ancient or modern, ſcarce any particular 
perſon, though of the moi oſtabliſhed and 
juſt reputation, but he does it he. meer 
thera not hale them into his way to invey

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againſt them and trample upon them» 
nay evenſuch as have but a Book, or twoy 
or three before-( perhaps a page, perhaps 
aline) been happy in his good opinion, 
And this he does for the moſt part in the 
moſt bitter manner that is poſlible; I 
know not whether I may properly call it 
Satyrical ; bur let it go fo for once, for 
what he wants in wit he ſupplics however 
in good will, and where the Conceit is 
defcient, he makes it out always with 
railing.

Hat he been but 18nd 
cently duff; he might have been (are ng 
man wonld have mediced with him: But 
when there was no end of his buttering 
one Book upon another, and he (till writ 
worſe and worle, with leſs vigour always, 
but more virulence, that perpetaal; 'grd- 
ting dig mdecd [et my teeth on'edge, and 
I thought that even the moſt; candid 
Readers would ont of 'their equity "not 
fake it amiſs, it atlafthe did by hear- 
ing ill himſelf , loſe part of that pleafure 
which hc had fo frequehttly taken intras 
ducing and ſpeaking hitherto/il-of others. 
For no min'needs Letters'of Mart'agamift

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one that is an open Pirate of cther menis 
Credit : and I remember within onr time 
one Simons, who rob'd always upon the 
Bricolle, that is to ſay, never interr 
red the Paſſengers, but ftill ſer upon the 
Thieve, themſelves, after that, like Sir 
Jobn Faſſtaſſ ; they were gorged with a 

ty 3 and* by this way, fo ingenious, 
that it was ſcarcecriminal, he hved fe. 
cure and unmolcſted all his days, with the 
reputation of a Judge rather than an 
High-way man. 

But my greateſt incentive was, as I 
told him in former Pamphlet, the 
perniciouſnefs of the whole of his 
Books 3 tending, in ry opinien;, to the 
difturbance of * Government, the mif- 
repreſenting of the generous and pradent * 
Counſels of His Majeſty, and raifing a 
miFinteligence betwixt Him and His 
People 3 befides his calammatirg the 
whole foraign Proteftancy, his firrimg 
of perſecution againſt thoſe at home; an 
his mangling even of Religion it {cif and 
Chriſtianity: And to this purpoſe he 
ſuited beficting principles, and to thoſe a 
Langnage as harmonious': feeming” to 
have forgot not only all Scriptare 'tules 
but evenall Scripture exprefions 3 untels 
where

where he cither diſtorts them to his own 
interpretation, or attempts to make them 
ridiculous toothers ; Inlomuch, that, of +« 
all the Bouks that cver I read, I muſt 
needs fay I never ſaw a Divine guilty of {o 
much ribaldry and prophancnets. Which 
though it was a matter of {uchDecen- 
cy to his undertaking, that I account it 
to have bcen eveh Neceſlary, yet in the 
whole 1 look'd upon as fo uncanonical and 
impious, that it would bear an higher 
and more deſerved accuſation then that of 
Onias the Son of Simeon the Juft, for of 
hciating in a Womans Zone inſtead of the 
Prieltly girdle,” and for the facred Petoral 
wearinghus Miltrefſcs Stomacher. I muſt 
confeſs that when all theſe things centred 
together upon my imagination, and I aw 
that none of his Superiors offer'd to inter 
pole againſt an evilfo greatin it (elf, and 
as to me opprar's {o publick in the conſe. 
quence and miſchict, I could hold no 
longer, and I, though the moſt unfit of 
many, aſſumed upon him the Privilcdge 
(if any ſuch Priviledge there be ) of an 
Engliſh Zelote, 

. Otherwiſe I indeed look'd upon him, 
whoſocyer he were, as a pcrion in parts 
much my Superior, until the Cauſe as he 
took 
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took and handled it, had depreſs'd. aud 
levelld his underftanding : neither could 
| ever diſcover before ſuch an exuberance 
ig mine own, either abilitics, whichTam 
{enfible how mean, or yet in my inclina- 
tion, that ſhould tempt me from that 
modeſt retiredneſs to which TI had all my 
life tinie hitherto been addi&ed. And 
traly after I had written, I had & lender 
an opinion uf mine own pzrtormance,that 
I can attribute the acceptance which it 
found only to his favour, who had fo han- 
dled the matt er, that nothing could have 
come out at that time againſt him bur 
mult be affurcd of welcom. And that 
among, the other more weighty cauſes by 
reaſon of his unſpeakable arrogance be- 
fore-mentioned : a Vice ſogenerally odi- 
ous, that to repreſs it, is no leſs gratctul; 
fo that Lacretize might better have ſaid 
that to be bominum droumgq, vo- 
luptss ; there being ſcarce any ſpeQacle 
more pleaſing to Gud and Man then to 
ſee the proud humbled. But could IT have 
imagined that my Book could have had 
either ſo good or fo 111 a reception as it 
diverſly met with, I have fo much _— 
to thoſe whom he calls the vilgat, to 
whom he bids always Unive —

and defiance as a rout of 
OT Wolves and Tigres, Apes and 
ory Baboous, that I ſhould how- 

ever have beſtow'd more pains 
upon it, I know not whether with beeter 
ſaccels, Yet theerrours of that not be- 
ing now revocable but by asking pardon 
of whoſoever may have innocently mi- 
ſtakenmy Book, and declaring, which 1 
do, that it any thing therein do tend to 
the diſparagement of the Church of Ex- 
gland,l wiſh it unſaid as it was unthonght, 
and do hereby utterly diſclaim it 3 I took 
it to be part of my gratitude to go no 
more to Sea, having bcen ſufficiently tols'd 
tor one man upon the billows of applauſe 
and obloquy toput me in mind of a Ship- 
wrack, which when the waves go high, 
may either way happen. And as to the 
Amthor of the Ecclefiaſtical Polity himſelf, 
whole perſon I was {© far ipnorant of, that 
I could only take aim at his errours, and 
much leſs could intend any other of that 
funQion, but thoſe few who might aſſume 
to themſelves his CharaQerz 1 found ne» 
verthelels atter the writing, of that Book; 
that natural xelenting,of mind which moſt 
men fcel attcr they- have done an harſh; 
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had it bceu in my. power to have ſee him 
right again in mens opinions, as It was 
in his to have (ct him{clf wrong, I ſhould 
havecertainly done it. But for that, he 
and every one elec may plcalſe to believe as 
they ſhall ſee occaſion. Burt this however 
muſt be evident which follows. 

Whercas I had in that Book,-25 is in 
that ſtile uſual, intermuxed things appa- 
rently fabulous, with others probably 
true, and that partly out of -my uncere 
tainty of the Author, and partly that if 
he pleas'd he might continue {o ,, it ſeems 
however that I chanced to come fo near 
his Form, that it ſtarted him, and be 
thought ft to diſcover himſelf. Here- 
upon, and having underſtood what he 
was about, Ithought it my duty, if poſ- 
fible, to break off this ruder intercourſe 
for the future, and reduce the matter wn- 
to a more manly way ot argument, 1 
therefors took care toadvertile him that 
L heard from ſeveral hands, That. if in the 
anſwer intended there were auy unjuſt and 
perſonal reflicions, it would tend much 
tothe dilxcputation of himſelt, and ſome 
perſons whom be moſt clteemed, and that 
there was, prepar&ion mare to that pur-

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if any Anſwer were intended, 'twas more 
then be was aoquainted with, or would con« 
cern bimſelf about , ard aſſnred me, my 
private reputation, nor nomans elſe, ſhould 
ever be imur'd in publick, by bis conſent. 1 
do not by quoting this anſwer of his pre- 
tend to fue his Word, to which he is no 
more a Slave than to the Venetian Galleys 
( ſuch men being at liberty to commence 
upon their own as well as other Texts at 
at thcir pleaſure.) Nevertheleſs before 
this, and at that preſent time as well as 
evcr lince, F underſtood that he had tent 
out a general Signs tharow his own Pro- 
vince and the other, ro'make Inquiſition 
concerning me. He voiced my Book all 
over as a. moſt pernicious Engine beat 
againſt ehe whole body of the Clergy. 
Aud upon that pretence he ſurnmoned in 
all that ow'd {uit and ſervice to his Court, 
or the Church of England. The whole 
Poſſe Archidiaconatws was raiſed to repeels 
me, and great riding there was, and 
ſending polt every way to pick out the 
ableſt Eccleſiaſtical Droles to prepare an 
Anſwer. Some came in daily as Volun- 
tiers, and others were more mercenary. 
For- certainly there was never ſuch an 
hubbub made about a ſorry Book; and, 


lince 
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fince the day of Bartholomery, there has 
not appear'd fo great an expectation ofan 
univerſal Donative. Sorne one flatter'd 
himſelt with being at” leaft a Surrogate 3 
another was ſo modeſt as to ſet up with 
being but a Paritor 3 while the mott gene- 
rous hoped only to be graciouſly ſmiled 
upon, and well *-:atcd at a Dinner: But 
the more hungry frarvelings generally 
look'd upon it as an immediate Call to a 
Benehce, and he that could but write an 
An{wer, whatſoever it were, took itfor 
the moſt dexterous cheap, and legal way 
of Simony. So that, as is ufual upon 
thole v<cations, there aroſe no {mall com- 
petition and nuwutiny among the Pretch- 
ders 3 and, it being impothble to fatishe 
them all, many an one departed with a 
fad heaft and dejz<Red countenance, when' 
their Anſwers would not paſs muſter, 
For it was not every Book that could” 
now be admitted. *Twas required upon 
this occaſion to gain a Licenſe, that there" 
ſhould be fome Wit more than ordinary, 
which moſt of them could not be at the” 
ce of 3 forne meaſure of Im 
which few of ther would pretend' ty" 
and above all ſach a proportion of Falſc. 
hood as might blows have ſupply'd the 
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other defects, and made their. Books cur-, 
rent. but ſcarce any of them would do, 
it cut of good Conſcience, For that in». 
deed, was now the principal buſineſs, and 
the only argument that, as he had handled. 
it, remain'd to this Cauſe; and thgrefore; 
the Authcr of the Eccleſiaſtical Polity had, 
alter'd his lodgings to a Calumny Office, 
and kept open chamber for all comers that 
he might be ſupplycd himſelf, or ſupply, 
others as there was occaſion, But, though 
he had been a little choice at.frit, the, ins 
formations came in {© flenderly, that he, 
was glad to make uſe of any thing rather, 
than fit out, and there was at laſt no» 
thing ſo flight but it grew material, nh 
thing ſofallc but he relolved it ſhould go 
for truth, and what wanted in matter Fe 
would make out with invention agd ar- 
fifice. So” that he and. his remaining, 
Camrades ſecm'd to have ſet up a Glaſs- 
houſe, the Model of which. he had obs, 
ſerved from the height of his window in 
the Neighbourhood, and, the Art he had} 
been initiated into ever ſince. from the, 
Manufacture ( he will criticize becauſe. 
not Orifactuge }) of Soape bubbles, he ime, 
roved by degrees to the myſtery of mas». 
how Glaſe-dreps, and thence uw, running 
lcaps 
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leaps mounted by, theſe yictues. to be Fel- 
lowot. 'the Royal Socicry, Door of Di- 
viaity, Parſon, Prebend, and Arch-dea- 
con. The Furnace was ſo hot of it ſelf, 
that there needed no coals, much leſs any 
one to blow;them, ' One burat the Weed, 
another calcined the Flint, a third melted: 
down. that|- mixture; but be himſelt 
raſhion'd all with his bzeath; and/poliſhed

toobſtrut me from liberty ot ever vindi- 
cating it for the future; it ſeem'd tohim 
the moſt favourable ſeaſon that ever was *

His Mother 1s aid to have been an honeſt 
Yeoman's Darghter, and to have been his 
Fathers Servant, with whom tte lived 
with good reparation, abd fo ever  fince 
her marciage; ow what Ukrace thay 
have refleRed from her iſſue, which being 
her grief and misfortune ought Hot to be 
her (ſcandal. But hotiah be came of a 
pood Mother, behad a very ill Sire, He 
Was a man bred toward the Law, and be- 
rock himſelf, as his beſt praQice, to bea 
Sub-Comtnitre man, or, as the ſtile ran, 
one of the Aſhſtant Committee in Nory- 
thampton-ſhire. In the rapine of that em» 
ployment, and what he got by picking 
the teeth of hiz Maſters he ſuſtained hin 
ſelf, till he had raked together ſome little 

eltate 
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eſtate. And then being a man for the + 
purpoſe, and that had begun his fortune 
out of the ſequeſtration of the Eftates 
of the Kings party, he to perte& it the 
more, proceeded to take away their Laves 
not in the hot and Military way ( which 
» diminiſhes always the offence) but in the 
cooler blood and ſedentary. execution of 
an High Court of Juſtice. Accordingly 
he was preferred to be one of that. number 
that gave Sentence agaiuſt the threeLords, 
Capel, Holland, and Hamilton, who were 
beheaded. By this Learning in the Law 
he became worthy cf the degree of a. Ser- 
jeant, and ſometimes go to the Circuit till 


for miſdemeanor he was Petition'd againſt. 
But for a taſte of his abilitics, and the more 
to. re-ingratiate himſelf, he prnted in the 


year 1650. a very remarkable Book called

A moſt 
 Hieroglyphical Title,and ſufficient to haye' 
ſupplycd the Mantlings and Atchicvments' 
the Family} By theſe Parents he was 
ſent to Oxford, with intention to breed him 
up to the Miniſtry. There in a ſhort time 
he enter'd himſelt into the Company of 
ſome young, Students who were uſed to'* 
Faſt andPray weekly together, but tor their 
reſection fed ſometimes on a Broth, from 
whence they were commonly call'd Grew- 
ellers: only it was obſerved that he was 
wont (till to put more Graves then all rhe 
reſt in his Porrige- And after that he pick d 
acquaintance not only with the Brother- 
hood at Wadbam Colledge,but with the Si- 
ferhood too at another old Elfibeths,one E- 
lizabeth Hampton 7,2 plain devout Woman, 
where he train'd himſelfup in hearingtheir 
Sermons and Prayers,receiving aMo the S2- 
crament in the Houſe, -till he had gain'd 
ſuch proficience that he too began to exer- 
ciſe in that Meeting,and was cſtcem'd one 
of the preciowſeft young, men in the Univer. 
fity, But when'thus; after ſeveral dew 
approbation, he was event ready to have 
taken the charge not of an admiring drove 
or beard, as he now cally them, but of 
« Flock upon him, by great — 
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the King, came.in by the miraaalous firovis' 
dence ot Gedinfigcncing the diftragtions! 
of. ſome, the good affections of others» 
and the wearinets of all towards thathaps 
py .Reſtauration, atter ſo: many (ufferings: 
to his Regal Crown and Dignitys Never»: 
thelcſs, he broke not off yorfrom his tors: 

* mer habitudes, ang though; it were /now 
too late to obviate this inconvenience, 
yct he perliſted, as far as in him was, that 
is by. praying, caballing and diſcourting, 
to obltruct the rgſtoring of; the Epiſcopab 
Government, Revenues,, and Authority 
Inſomuch that, tmding, hjmfelf diſconntes 
nanced on thoſe, accounts: by. the: then 
Warden ot Wadbam, he ſhifted Colledges 
to Trinity, and; when there, went away 
without, his Degree , ſcrupling forlooth 
the ſubſcription. then _ required. ' From 
thence he came to Loxdan, where he ſpent 
a conliderable time in creeping, into-all 
Corners and Companics, Horolcopuig, up! 
and down concerning the duration ; of: the 
Government.; not conlidering apy thing

athird of an higher extraction and 6 
forward, to give experiment againſt their 
former party of a keen ſtile and a Ductile 
judgment. His firſt Proof-picce was in 
theyear 1665, the Tentamina Phyſico theo- 
logica: a tedious tranſcripe of his Com» 
mon place Book, wherein there is very 
little of his own, but the arrogance and 
the unparallel'd cenſorioulncs that he ex- 
erciſes over all other Writers, bclide his

yet indeed, like too great a Line, weakens

- But the cauſe being 
againilt Atheiſm, he was ſecure that none 
would attaque him, For whether there 
be any Atheiſts is ſorng controverlie, and 
he is Compurgatortor moſt of 'm:-or if 
there be ſuch, yet they know the Baſtions 
are all undermined and they ſhould be 
blown up as ſoon as cuter d, Butlet him 
(hew me any Atheiſt that he hath reduced 
by his Book, unlcſs he may pretend to have 
converted fore ( as in the old F lorentine 
Wars ) by meer tyring them out, and 
perfect wearineſs. 1n,cthis Treatiſe how- 
ever it was difhcult for him to have hed» 
ged in the Non-contormitlts : only here 
and there-he ſprinkles a glittering ore, to 
give hopes of a vein underncath of ſuch 
metal as might by a skiltul hand be toun- 
ded into any hgure 4, and having ſhown as 
he thought ſufhciently that he bcliev'd 
there was a God, hc imagin d that thence- 
forwarg, write what, and againſt whom 
he would, it might pals as. indiſputably 3 
that all would be current which, paſt his 
Touch-ſtgne 3 that as his. Predecefior Mi- 
das . turncd. into Gold whatſoever _ he 
touched, ſ@ every: thing. by his handling 
ſhould. be - tran{muted to, Orthodoxy. 

When he had Cook'd UP theſe oulty, Ct 
lecti-

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k&ions, he makes his firſt invitation t6 
his old Acquaintance my Lord Arch-bi 

of Canterbury, who had never ſcen before 
nor heard of him. But I muſt confefs 
he furbiſhes up his Grace in ſo glorioas an 
Epiſtte, that, had not my Lord been long 
fince proof againſt the moſt Spiritual F lat- 
tery, the Dedication only without ever 
reading the Book, might have ſerved to 
have fix'd him from that inſtant as his Fa- 
vourite, Yet all this I perceive did not 
his work, but his Grace was ſo unmindful, 
or rather ſo prudent, that the Gentleman 


thought it neceffary to ſpur up again the? 


next year with another new Book to ſhow 
moxe plainly what he would be at. This 
he acaten to Doctor Bathwft, and to 
evidence from the very Epiſtle, that he 
was ready to renounce that very Educati- 
on the Civility of which he is {o tender of 
as to blame me for diſordering it, he picks 
occaſionto tell him: to your prevailing ad« 
viſe, Siv, do I owe Fo reſcue from the 
Chains and Fetters of an unhappy Educe- 
tion. But inthe Book which he calls, 
free and impartial Cenſure of the Platoni 
Philoſophy, ( cenſure 'tis fure to be 
focver he writes ) he ſpeaks out, and « 
rmonſtrates hunfelf ready and equips 
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ſurrender not only the Cauſe, but betray 
his party without making any Conditions 
tor them, and to appear torthwith himſelf 
in the head' of the contrary Intercht. 
Which ſuppoſing the diſpute to be juſt, 
yet in him was ſo mercenary, that none 
would have deſcended to aft his part but a 
Divine of Fortune. And rven Lawyers 
take themdelves excuſed trom being of 
Counſel tor the King himſelf, in a Caufe 
where they have been cntertain'd and in» 
{krudted by their Client. But fo flippant 
he was, and forward in this Book, that, 
in'deſpizht of all Chronology, 
he could introduce Plato toins © 2% F% 
vey againſt Calvin, and from 
the Platoniques he could mira- 
culcuſly hook in- a Diſcourlc againſt the 
Non.conformiſfts. After this feat of aCti- 
vity he was ready to leap over the Moon: 
no fcruple of Conſcience could ftand inhis 
way., and no preterment (cemed too: high 
for him For about this time, I had that 
having taken a turn at Cambridge, to qua- 
like himſelf, he was received within doors 
to.be my'Lord Arch-biſhops other Chap» 
hin, and into: fame degree of favour : 
which, conſidering the difference of their 
humours and ages, was ſomewhat fur-

prizing, But, whether indeed in times 
of heat and tation the moſt temperate 
Spirits may ſometimes chance to take de- 
light in one that is ſpighttul, and make 
{ome uſe of him; or whether it be that 
even the moſt grave and fſcrious perlons 
do for relaxation divert thernielves wil- 
lingly by whiles with a Creature that is 
unlucky, ruimical and gameſome; . fo it 
was. And thence torward the nimble 
Gentleman danced upon Bell-ropes, vaul- 
red from Stceple to Steeple, and cut Ca- 
pers out of one Dignity to another. Ha» 
vinz thus dextcrouſly ſtuck his Groat in 
Lambeth Wainſcot it may catly be con- 
ceived he would be unwilling to loſe it, 
and therefore he concern'd hirmſclf highly, 
andeven to jealouſic in upholding now that 
Palace, which it talling,he would out of in- 
ſtint be the fhrit ſhould leave it. His Majelty 
about that time labouring, to effect his con- 
ſant promiſes of Indulgence to his people, 
the Author cheretare walking with his 
own ſhadow inthe evening, took a great 
fright leſt all were ago. And in this con- 
ccit bcing rcefolv'd to make good his  Fi- 
gure; aud that one Government ſhould 
not laſt any longer than the other, he ſec 
himſelt to write thoſe dangerous Books 
which I have now to do With ; wherein, 


be 
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hc firſt makes all that he will to be Law, 
and then whatſoever is Law to be Divi 
nity. And I ſhall appeal to- a1} Readers, 
and I hope make it good, that never in 
any age, by any man ( that I may not ſay 
any Church-man ) have there been pub» 
liſhed Diſcourſes cither fo erroniouſly 
founded, or ſo foully managed, or of {6 
pernicious conlequence. In conclufton, 
this is that man who inlifts fo much, and 
itirrops himſclt npon the Gravity of his 
Profcthon, and the Civility of his Edit- 
cation : which it he had in the leaſt ob- 
ſerved in rcefpeft either to himſelf or 
others, 1 ſhould, 1 could never have made 
ſobold with him. And neverthelefs, it 
being (o neceſſary to repreſent him in his 
own likeneſs, that it may <-ppear what he 
is to others, -and to himſclf, if poflibly 
he might at laſt corre& his indecencies, 1 
have not committed any fault of ſtile, nor 
even this tediouſneſs, but in his imitation. 
I havenot uſed any harſh exprethons but 
what were ſuitable to that Civility of 
Education which he prad@iſes, and that 
Gravity of Protethon which he hath fet 
upof ; and even thercin I have taken care, 
beſide what my nature hath taken care for, 
to ſhoat below themark,& not torctaliate 
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to the ame degree 3 being willing, as 1 
maſt yield him the preference for "many 
good qualities, {o in his worſt however to 
give hum the precedence. And yet with- 
all that it hath been thus far the odioul- 
eſt task that ever I undertook, and has 
look d to me all the while like the crnelty 
of a Living Diſſe&Qion, which, however 
« may tend to publick inſtruftion, and 
though I have pick'd out the moſt noxious 
Creature to be anatomiz'd, yet doth (carce 
excuſe vor recompence the offenſivenels of 
the ſcent and fouling of my fingers. Therxe- 
fore I will hear break off abxuptly,leaving 
mauy a vein-not laid open, and many a 
aſlage not ſearch'd into, nor read any 
ther upon this Soul of the World, or 
prolecute afreſh its allegory from the Ap» 
pic the Mandrake, the Sparrow, the 
iſhes, the Mouſe, the Mungrel, the Ape, 
unto the day of Marriage, but leave the 
Moral to the judicious. And I could here 
take advantage perhaps plauſible enough, 
to put a final concluſion to this whole 
book, for it a man hath taken off his 
railing, he hath thercin anſwered his Ar- 
ument. But it 1 have undergone the 
rudgery of the more leathſom part al- 
ready, I will not defraud my {lt of what 
is 
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is more truly pleafant, and rerauins behind 
the lighter busthen, the conflict with, if 
it may be © call'd his Reaſon.

Yes, 
and they were handled as they deſerved, 
Nay, moreover I have heard of the Ana» 
baptiſts too of New-England, in a Book 
Printed in the year 1673. cntituled My, 
Baxter baptiz'd in Blood, which came out 
under the Licenſe of the Author of the Ec 
cleſiaftical Politie;, being therctore as it 1s 
to be ſuppoſed a Book of Theological na- 
ture, ,It was jndeeda piece of Ecclchialti- 
cal Hiſtory, which he thought it ſeems 
very fit to reconcile to the preſent Juntlure of 
Aﬀairs, and recommend to the Genius of the 
Age : faithfully relating tbe Cruel Barbarous 
and Bloody Murther of Mr. Baxter an Or- 
#bodox Miniſter, who was kild by the Ana- 
baptiſts, and bis Skin moſt cruelly flea'd off 
from his Body. And yct from beginning 
tocnd there never was a compleater fal. 
thood invented. But after the Author of 
the Ecclefiaſtical ' Politie bad in ſo many 
books of bis own indcavour'd to harangue 
up the Nation into Fury againſt Tender 
Conſciences, there could not have been 
contrived by the Wit of Man, any thing 
more hopectul to have blooded them upon 
the Non.conformilts then fuch a Spe a« 


cle, 
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Ae, and at the end ofthis Orations to flou- 
riſh the Skin of an Orthodox Miniſter in 
this manner flea'd off by the Anabaptiſts; 
So that Se non er4 vero fe bru trovatoe. And 
in good earneſt I dare not {wear but it was 
the Author of the Keelefiaftical Polities own 
handy-work: Several words 1 obſerve 
that he frequently and peculiarly makes uſe 
of in his other books, Concerns, Villains, 
Villanies, Booby, &c. but as tor his brizk 
and labonred periods, they may be traced 
every where, What ſay you to this for 
Example ? As the Profeſſion of the Gofpel is 
a moſt ſacred thing, the Dottrine 
of the Goſpel a moſt boly rule, the 
Amor of our Religion an exem- 

plar and-patern of meekneſt: Sos when 

Chriſtians renownce't his Sacred Profeſſion, lay 
afide this Holy Goſpel, and abrennehciate 
Chrift the pattern of meekneſ5, they ſoon 
become the moſt defperate Villtins in the 
World. ( Ay: very truly faid were it but 
rightly applyed”) Neverin my life did T 

read any thing that more lively expreſſes 

and nicks the Energy ofour Authors ſenſe, 
or thc rotundiry and cadence of his Num-« 
bers : and fo in many places more ton 
long to be. inftanced. And indeed what 
reafon could there be, what liketyhood 
A 3 that 
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that any other man ſhould go ſo far out of 
the way with ſuch a book to him who was 
the molt improper Licenſcr of _ of 
that Nature ? Unleſs he may have there» 
forc been the moſt proper Licenſer,becaule 
he had given ſo many Teſtimonies as books 
of his good inclination to ſuch matters 3 
and that ( notonly in Hiſtory, but even 
in Dodtrine too ) he did not fo nearly 
conſider the Truthas the Intereſt, And 
therefore if perhaps he were not the Au- 
thor, yet I dare undertake that when he 
came to the Licenſing, of that Pamphlet, 
he felt ſuch an expanſion of heart, ſuchan 
adlubefcence of mind, and ſuch an cxal- 
tation of ſpirit, that betwixt Joy and 
Love he could ſcarce refirain from kiſhng 
it. And this no man living can deny, 
that cither if he thought there were any 
fault in it, he took carc to corre and ht 
it for the Preſs with that advantage that 
it camc out, orclle he found it fo fatis- 
factory that it paſt his approbation withe 
out any amendment, and ſo tranſporting 
that he forgot to keep a Copy for his own 
juſtincation.

Bnt he may pleaſe to conſider 
that this was ſince the late At of Gene- 
ral Pardon ; that it all happen'd ſince the 
writing of the Reproof 3; that he hath 
only given a Maſtcrly Certihcate as it 
were trom a Juſtice of Peace, inſtead of 
making an humble Recantation as an Of- 
fender; that it is but the fame Law 
which he every where would exact of the 
Non-conformiſts, and the ſame right 
which he does Mr. B. in the Preface to 
Biſhop Bromball, Had he but, as they ſay 
indeed, he complemented the Anabaptiſts 
on this occaſion, fo Printed it too, That 
be efteem'd them to be the neareſt to Truth of 
all the = a7 from the Church of Eng.

1 
wonder that he ſhould deſcend to 6 low 
imployment : but cven that prudent Em- 
peror Clandiwe publilh'd an Edict de bene 
Picandis Doltis, And I perccive that a 
perſon of conſiderable Eccleſiaſtical Tun- 
nage, did very lately reſemble the Chaveb 
of England with its Ceremonies to' a Veſſet 
which mult of neceſlity be compoſed of 
Stavesr, Hoops, Withs and Pins: but if 
the Pins were pulPd out, then of conſequence 
the Withs ſlacken, the Hoops nngird, and

In the Apoſtles tne there was no ap> 
pointing of Minifters, but onely the uniform 
conſent of Chriſtian multitudes among them- 
ſelves to follow the advice of ſuch as God bad 
moſt indued with the Spirit of Wiſdom and 
Counſel. And when any were appointed or 
ſent by the Apoſtles or others, the people did 
accept them \, not for any Supremacy, Impery, 
or Dominion, that tbe Apoſites had over them, 
but as people ready to obey #he advice of good 
Connſellowrr. The Biſhops and Pricf.s were 
at one Time, and were not wo things, but one 
and the ſame Office in the beginning of Chriſt's 
Religion. Frinces and Governors may make 
8 Prieft by the Scriptures, and that by the An- 
tbority of God committed 10 1hem, and ſo may 
the People-alſo by their Eletiion. In the New 
Teſt ament, be that is appointed to be a Biſhop or 
8 Prieſt, needeth no Conſ:cration by Scripture 3 
for EleGion, or appointing thereto, 4s ſufficient. 
ht is mt againt 'God's Law, but contrary, they 
ought indeed fo to-do \ and there be Hiſtories 
tbat witneſs, that ſime Chriſtian "Princes, 
and 
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and other Lay-men unconſecrate have done the 
ſame. They that be no Priefts may Excommu- 
uicate alſo, if the Law allow therennto. This

You pur me in mind 
of the Hollander: in Batavia, who, having 
ſpent their other Amunition, charged with 
Excrements ; the purity of the Savage 7- 
vaes could not abide it, but thereupon yiel- 
ded them the Victory : neither does it be- 
come me to contend for it.
